John Tangrath, proprietor of the 
Aqulla dance hall at Powers Lake, 
waa found not guilty of running a 
dance without a permit by a Jury in 
Kenoaba last week.

Kangrath baa violated 
a law with which be is charged. He 
haa violated the state law which pro- 
hlblta public dances on undays, base- 
lialt on Runday, moviea on Hunday. 

"The day Kangrath operated waa 
on Sunday. He could not secure a 
permit to run a dance on that day be- 
cause ihe stale prohibits running a 
dance on Sunday. How then could he

! Spring pigs have not been protect- 

led from round worms by being rais- 
ed under iwine sanitation principle 

'wil. soon begin to abow tbe affecU 
of worm Infeslatlon, accordlBf to W. 
E. Carroll, chief of iwlne husbandry 
at the College of Agriculture, I niver- 
ally of lllinola. Use ot worm eipell- 
ers is the only hope for pigs of this 
kind, provided their owners Intend to 
make paying porkers out of ihem. he 
said. Is the abaeuce of sanitatioB it 
Is better to use tome standard worm 
eipeller on infested pigs rather than 
to let their condition persist, he 
pointed out. 

Oil of chenopodium and castor nil 
make a good worm eipellor when 
mlied together In the proportion of 
eight ounces of oil of cheDopodiom 
and one gallon ot castor oil. This ts 
enough to treat ISO piga weighing BO 
pounds each, as one ounce, or two 
Ublespocnsrull of this miiture is 
enough for a pig weighing SO pounds. 
Pigs should be taken off pasture 
and other feed tor 24 hours previous 

to treatment, as the worm expeller
